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COUNCIL’S £86,000 
REBRAND PANNED 


New-look design looks like something a child could have done'

A BID to rebrand Haringey Council 
was launched this week amid 
scathing criticism over its £86,000 
cost and its new-look logo which 
some say “looks like a child could 
have done it”. 

The local authority has ditched its 
familiar starburst logo - itself 
updated just seven years ago as part 
of a previous rebrand - in favour of 
a new design comprising the word 
Haringey in stylised red type with 
the word London in smaller black 
type beneath. The council decided a 
new visual brand identity is needed 
which better captures the “vibrancy, 
passion and creativity” of its resi¬ 
dents and businesses. 

The logo, pictured right, was 
unveiled on Monday at the launch of 
the council’s I’m In campaign, 


which enourages residents to “stand 
up for Haringey”. 

Councillor Joe Goldberg, cabinet 
member for economic development 
and social inclusion, explained: “We 
need an identity that is optimistic 
and ambitious for the future, that 
reflects our promise and potential 
rather than the past. Haringey is one 
of London’s great boroughs, a fan¬ 
tastic place to live and work and it’s 
time we started shouting about this.” 

But with vital services already 
axed as part of £70million of 
council cutbacks because of reduced 
government funding, some oppo¬ 
nents have branded it a waste of 
public money. 

Almost half of the budget, 
£40,000, went on commissioning a 
brand agency, with another £20,000 
on a 90-second promotional film. 

Changing the signs on council 
buildings and council dustcarts cost 


another £16,000, while £7,500 will 
be spent on providing staff with new 
ID cards and a further £2,489 on pin 
badges for them incorporating the 
new logo. 

Liberal Democrat councillor Clive 
Carter, who represents Highgate 
ward, said: “It is a frivolous waste of 
expenditure and will anger a lot of 
people. The £20,000 for the 90-sec- 
ond promotional film alone works 
out at £220 a second.” 

Tottenham Hale resident and 


activist Martin Ball described the 
logo, as “something a child with a 
marker pen could have done”, 
adding: “It’s an insult when the 
council is cutting vital services for 
the frail and vulnerable. 

“It shows the council is 
preoccupied with presentation and 
divorced from reality. If it wants the 
public to recognise it then it should 
start providing decent services like 
sweeping the streets and carrying 
out repairs.” 


Police appeal for information following discovery of man’s body 


DETECTIVES believe Haringey residents could 
hold vital clues in their hunt for the killer of a man 
found shot dead and partially buried in east London. 

The body of Hidir Aksakal, 53, was found on 
Wednesday September 16 in a shallow grave close 
to a pond and popular beauty spot in Leytonstone. 

The victim, who is also known as Musa Yakut, but 
more commonly by his nickname Boxer Cetin, lived 
in Margate, but was well known in the Green Lanes 
area of Harringay where he had previously lived. 

He was last seen alive three and half weeks ago in 
the early hours of Monday, August 17 in Green 
Lanes. 


This week police issued a photo of Mr 
Aksakal in the hope it will jog the memory of 
anyone who saw him and appealed to the com¬ 
munity - many of them Turkish or Turkish 
Cypriot - to come forward with information. 
Police say they are exploring a number of 
lines of 

enquiry - one of 
them that he had 
a criminal past 
and links with 
criminals. 

“Our investiga¬ 
tion is ongoing 
and we are 
exploring a 
number of lines 
of enquiry,” said 
Detective Chief 
Inspector Jamie 
Piscopo, from 
the Homicide 
and Major 
Crime Com¬ 
mand. 

Appeal: Hidir Aksakal “ I would specif¬ 


ically like to ask for the help of the local com¬ 
munity in the Green Lanes area where Cetin 
was well known locally, and had previously 
lived in the area. 

“He was out and about in the area during the 
evening of Sunday, August 16, and the last 
confirmed sighting of him was in the early 
hours of Monday, August 17. 

“If you saw him that Sunday night, or any 
time after, then I would like to hear from you. 

“We are building a picture of Cetin’s move¬ 
ments up to that evening and someone may 
have vital information. We are working on the 
basis that Cetin was murdered shortly after the 
last sighting of him.” 

Police are also keen to speak to members of 
the public who may have noticed any unusual or 
suspicious activity in the weeks before his body 
was found at Hollow Ponds, Leytonstone. 

“Anyone who thinks they may have informa¬ 
tion can contact us, your information will be 
treated in confidence,” said Det Chief Insp Pis¬ 
copo.

Man jailed for 
attempted rape 

A TOTTENHAM 
man who attempted 
to rape a sleeping 
woman after climbing 
a drainpipe to get into 
his victim’s home has 
been jailed for six 
years. 

Danilo Silva, 33, 
pictured right , of 

Jansons Road, gained access to the victim’s 
Brent home on the morning of July 5 last year 
by shinning up a drainpipe and getting in 
through a first-floor window. 

He was found guilty by a jury at Isle worth 
Crown Court on Monday September 14 on 
charges of attempted rape and indecent 
assault. 

The woman had been able to identify Silva 
following her ordeal and he was arrested. 

Evidence gathered within the property and 
outside the address by police forensics officers 
linked Silva to the crime. 

Labour’s double 

IT was a double triumph for Labour as they 
comfortably held both seats in two Haringey 
Council by-elections held on Thursday. 

Stephen Mann was elected in Noel Park 
ward gaining 1,005 votes with the Liberal 
Democrats trailing in second place with 247 
votes. 

Peter Mitchell romped to victory in 
Woodside ward with 1,279 votes with Lib 
Dems in the runners-up spot with 435 votes. 

The Noel Park seat became vacant after 
Councillor Denise Marshall quit due to ill 
health. She sadly died last month. The 
Woodside by-election was triggered by the 
death of long-serving councillor and former 
council leader, George Mehan.

‘People need books’ 

Council defends cuts after £4.4m library refurb

COUNCIL bosses insist that 
lavish spending on the latest 
flagship library in the borough 
is not another nail in the coffin 
of smaller libraries scheduled 
for closure. 

Ayfer Orhan, the cabinet 
member with responsibility for 
children and education, spoke to 
the Advertiser as the new 
Palmers Green Library opened 
in Broomfield Lane on Monday 
after extensive refurbishment 
costing £4.4million. 

The new library features 
interactive information screens, 
an extended children’s section, 
and a raft of features designed 
as study spaces for students and 
school pupils, as well as 
improved IT systems. 

The cabinet member said that 
the new library is one of four 
“flagship” libraries that the 
council will focus around. 

The plans passed by council¬ 
lors before the summer mean 
that the local authority will con¬ 
centrate its resources on these 
four libraries, while the 13 other 
libraries will be run on a smaller 
scale in partnership with volun¬ 
teer organisations and even, Ms 
Orhan has suggested, business 
groups. 

Asked about the fears that 
focusing on four modern 


libraries will mean that smaller 
libraries are neglected and will 
die, Ms Orhan said she was 
determined to maintain a strong 
public library service in Enfield 
despite deep cuts to the local 
government grant. 

“When I took over the library 
portfolio I knew that I wanted to 
retain our library service,” she 
said. 

“The fundamental issue in my 
view is that libraries are funda¬ 
mental to the education, 
learning and cultural develop¬ 
ment of people, particularly 
young people, in the borough. 

“It was always crucial to me 
that we retain a strong library 
service to serve people through¬ 
out Enfield.” 

She said that while the 
smaller libraries will see their 
staffing levels reduced, the way 
in which people use libraries 
has also changed. 

“People need books, and 
nowadays they also need access 
to the internet. They might need 
advice with things like paying 
their council tax online and I 
imagine these smaller spaces 
acting like mini civic centres 
with people able to drop in and 
ask for advice on a whole range 
of issues.” 

Library users in the borough 
have, in the past, expressed con¬ 
cern that librarians would lose 
their jobs as the council turns to 


volunteers to fill gaps where the 
authority can no longer afford 
to pay their staff. 

However, Ms Orhan insisted 
that residents should step 
forward to volunteer for the 
library service to help and com¬ 
plement professional librarians. 

“We all have banks of 
knowledge in our brains that we 
can use to help the library 
service. 

“Our memories and experi¬ 
ences are invaluable and we 
should always look to using that 
for other people’s benefit,” she 
added. 

While neighbouring Barnet 
Council has sparked outrage by 
proposing to axe nearly all its 
libraries, Ms Orhan said Enfield 
was determined the service will 
flourish and was looking at 
working with private companies 
which may lease space from the 
library buildings and channel 
profits back into the service. 

She said: “The best thing 
about Monday was seeing the 
very small babies clambering 
all over the interactive boards - 
it shows how children today are 
so comfortable with technology. 

“Our new library reflects and 
caters for this.” 

The cost of refurbishing 
Palmers Green Library was 
partly funded through the coun¬ 
cil’s recent sale of Southgate 
Town Hall.

POLICE had to call for 
assistance after complaints of a 
swan obstructing the public 
highway in Southgate. 

The beautiful long-necked 
bird plonked itself down on the 
pavement in Wynchgate and 
refused to budge, early on 
Friday morning. 

The cygnet landed in the 
street after it had flown over the 
rooftops from nearby Grove- 
lands Park, where it is one of a 
family of swans which nest at 
the park’s lake. 

After repeated failed attempts 
to take-off again it 
settled down in the middle of 
the pavement. 

Concern for its safety and the 
safety of the public prompted 
passers-by making their way to 
work to call police, who then 
stood guard waiting for the 
RSPCA to arrive and assist in 
its rescue. 

“It didn’t seem fazed by the 


attention at all,” said publishing 
editor, Rebecca Sheppard, who 
lives in Wychgate and took the 
photo on her journey to work. 

“It was just sitting there 
oblivious. It really was hilari¬ 
ous,” she added. 

The bird was eventually 
carried on a special stretcher by 
a RSPCA handler and returned 
to the park’s lake 

“The swans are a treasured 
feature of the park and its 
wildlife,” said Michael McDon- 
agh, events organiser for The 
Friends of Grovelands Park 
users group. 

“There are a family of about 
eight swans and many of the 
new-born chicks this year have 
survived to become cygnets. 

“Swans find it easier to take 
off from water and sometimes 
have difficulty getting airborne 
from the land and this is what 
seems to have happened to this 
particular swan,” he added.

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Relaunch aims to bring 
market right up to date

IT’S one of the UK’s oldest markets, having been 
granted a royal charter by Edward 1 more than 
700 years ago - but historic Enfield Town 
Market is to be transformed from next month 
with a modern 21st century overhaul. 

The struggling market, which made a loss for 
the first time last year, is to be relaunched on 
Thursday, October 1. 

One of only three markets in the country to be 
operated by a charity, it is to get a new lease of 
life with an £80,000 investment from the Old 
Enfield Charitable Trust which runs it. 

Consultants have been brought in in a bid to 
revive its fortunes. 

Ellie Gill, a member of the Market Doctors 


consultancy brought in by the charity, as well as 
an adviser to the National Association of British 
Market Authorities, said: “The charity should be 
commended for recognising that changes need to 
be made and sticking to their commitment to 
deliver a market that is fit for purpose in the 21st 
century. 

“The market has to adapt to the changing needs 
and shopping habits of local people, so there will 
be later opening hours until 5.30pm on weekdays, 
instead of shutting at 3.30pm at present.” 

The market, which opens on Thursdays, 
Fridays and Saturdays, is to get an 80-seater 
all-weather food court, with all stalls replaced by 
new gazebos. 

Less than half the existing 70 market pitches

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PCSO cuts ‘a real 
cause for concern’ 

MP alarmed by possible loss of 42 PCSOs

THE implications of a shake-up 
which could mean the loss of all 
42 of Enfield’s police 
community support officers 
(PCSOs) will be on the table 
when Enfield North MP Joan 
Ryan meets borough commander 
Jane Johnson on Friday. 

Ms Ryan will be meeting 
Enfield Borough police 
commander Ms Johnson, to 
discuss the future of police 
community support officers 
(PCSOs) after it was revealed the 
remaining posts in the borough 
could be scrapped, because of 
central government cuts to the 
Metropolitan Police’s budget. 

The Met’s management board 
will meet on Tuesday September 
29 to consider three options: 
axing all but one PCSO per elec¬ 
toral ward across each London 
borough, leaving 629 in total; 
retaining the current structure; or 
scrapping all 1,017 posts across 
the capital. 

The figure of 42 PCSOs as of 
August 2015, is down from 160 
in August 2010. Since 2010, 
3,170 PCSOs have been cut 


London-wide as part of an 
ongoing process which will see 
almost £600million cut from the 
Metropolitan Police budget by 
next year. 

Ms Ryan, who has also written 
to Home Secretary Theresa May, 
London Mayor Boris 
Johnson and Metropolitan Police 
Commissioner Sir Bernard 
Hogan-Howe to raise her 
concerns, pointed out that in the 
12 months to July 2015, total 
crime in the capital had risen by 
3.5 per cent, while violent crime 
in Enfield borough had risen by 
23 per cent during the same 
period. 

The Labour MP explained: 
“There is nothing more 
important for people than feeling 
safe in their homes and on their 
streets, but the Tories are putting 
the safety of our community at 
risk. We expect so much from the 
police, but they need the 
resources to do their job. 

“PCSOs are an absolutely vital 
part of visible neighbourhood 
policing. These cuts - if 
implemented - would not be fair 
on the police service and would 
be of real concern to Enfield 
residents, especially given the 


rise in violent crime and the 
recent, high-profile cases of 
shootings and stabbings in the 
borough.” 

A Met spokeswoman said the 
meeting was part of “a 
comprehensive review into how 
policing services will be 
delivered in London against a 
background of continued 
budgetary pressures”. 

She said the £800m which the 
Met is expected to save over the 
next four years could rise further 
with the Government’s impend¬ 
ing comprehensive spending 
review. 

Metropolitan Police comman¬ 
der Lucy D’Orsi, who is leading 
the neighbourhood policing 
project, said: “Like local 
communities we very much 
value PCSOs and their role in 
community engagement, and 
they have been an integral part of 
the safer neighbourhoods model 
from the start. However, the 
financial pressures we are facing 
mean that we have a duty to 
consider all options available in 
order to meet those challenges 
and to ensure we deliver a quality 
policing service to London’s 
communities.”

Warning after spate 
of thefts from sheds 

WITH the rise of high-end sheds that have 
started to grace back gardens in the 
borough, Enfield Council is calling on 
owners of the “man caves” and “sheila 
sheds” to ramp up their security after a 
spate of thefts. 

Council bosses have linked up with the 
police in issuing stark warnings to residents 
about the free rein given to thieves by 
leaving sheds and outbuildings unlocked 
which allows them to make off with bikes, 
power tools and even lawnmowers. 

They are calling on homeowners to install 
security lights around the building and urge 
people to pay particular attention to sheds 
that can be accessed directly from the street. 

The council chief with responsibility for 
community safety, Yasemin Brett, said: 
“Many people underestimate the value of 
the items in their sheds and how quickly a 
thief can take a chance and steal valuables. 

“There are some simple measures 
residents can take to make their sheds more 
secure, but our main advice is to reiterate 
that doors and windows need to be locked to 
keep criminals out. 

“Sometimes tools are stolen from sheds 
which are later used to commit burglary, so 
keep your shed safe.” 

Assistant Detective Inspector Grant 
Anderson from Enfield police said: 

“Officers are patrolling the area and doing 
all they can to look for potential offenders 
and will be stopping any suspicious people 
or vehicles. 

“We’re asking for the support of local 
residents though to help prevent these 
crimes taking place. 

“We’re also asking people to let us know if 
they see anything at all unusual in their 
community. If you do see anything 
suspicious please call 101”.

Council to buy 
houses to cut 
homelessness 

Four boroughs will work together to purchase new homes

HOUSING chiefs have launched a bid 
to stem the rising tide of homelessness 
in the borough by securing swathes of 
properties to let to hard-up residents. 

In a motion passed by the council’s 
decision-making body at the Civic Cen¬ 
tre in Silver Street on Wednesday 
evening, the town hall decided to enter 
into a buying consortium with three 
other local authorities. 

Under the new arrangement Enfield 
Council will work with Redbridge, 
Newham and Waltham Forest authori¬ 
ties to work collectively to try and find 
large volumes of homes which would be 
suitable to house people left homeless 
as a result of rent hikes and the govern¬ 
ment’s housing benefit cap. 

While the report presented to council¬ 
lors this week states that people would 
only be housed outside Enfield in cer¬ 
tain circumstances, the four-way 
partnership means that the boroughs 
could work together to house people. 

That could mean that some Enfield 
residents find themselves housed 
outside the borough. 

Laying out the need for measures the 


report stated: “Rents have increased, 
and the gap between these rents and the 
Local Housing Allowance - now set at 
only one-third of rents - is deterring 
property owners from letting to families 
on benefits and/or low incomes.” 

The amount of money families can 
claim to help pay rents has been capped 
at £500 a week - below the market rate 
for a family home. 

With rents in London continuing to 
rise exponentially, many residents are 
being evicted and are ending up in rent 
arrears. 

The council is currently trying to 
house homeless families and individuals 
in overnight emergency accommodation 
such as bed and breakfasts and hotels. 

But the report outlines that this short¬ 
term approach cannot be maintained as 
the cost to the council could rise to as 
much as £7.6million in 2015/16. 

Projected figures show that by enter¬ 
ing into the consortium the council 
could save £3,250 per property per year 
if it can secure 250 long-term lets. 

Working with the other councils to try 
and find accommodation in the private 
rented sector that they can secure on a 
long-term basis, Enfield Council will 
attempt to find landlords it can work 


with who will not evict tenants in order 
to bring in residents who can afford to 
pay higher rents. 

Ahmet Oykener, the cabinet member 
for housing, explained that while the 
council will not be buying property to 
use as social housing, it will use its 
partnership with the other local authori¬ 
ties to enter into collective bargaining 
with landlords in the borough to secure 
long-term lets. 

He said that although landlords make 
more money from the short-term nightly 
lets, he believes landlords will be keen 
to enter into longer-term agreements 
with local authorities as the council will 
help with management and maintenance 
of the property. 

He admitted that while sometimes an 
Enfield resident would be housed in one 
of the neighbouring co-operating 
boroughs, it would only be in excep¬ 
tional circumstances. 

He told the Advertiser. “You have to 
bear in mind things like childcare, 
support networks and schools. 

“Working together will enable us to 
procure larger amounts of accommoda¬ 
tion and drive down the cost of housing 
families in desperate need of a safe roof 
over their head.”

A HOUSING developer has 
announced its plans for an 
historic mansion house in the 
borough. 

The Berkeley Group has 
bought the historic Grade II 
mansion house in the heart of 
Trent Park, which borders 
Enfield and Barnet, and 
intends to restore it to its 
former glory. 

The former Middlesex 
University Campus has been 
derelict since the Malaysian 
University which bought it in 
2013 hit financial difficulties 
last year. 

Residents and park-lovers 
had feared the building, which 
was the site of a covert intelli¬ 
gence operation in the Second 
World War whereby British 
spies bugged the entire 
mansion to listen in to clandes¬ 
tine conversations between the 
captured Germans, would be 
left to crumble. 

There was an attempt led by 
MP for Enfield Southgate 
David Burrowes to secure 
“asset of community value” 
status for the building. 

However this proposal failed 
and the Berkeley Group moved 


in to acquire the house and 
surrounding land. 

Now the MP has come out in 
favour of the group’s purchase. 

David Burrowes said of the 
purchase: “I welcome the 
opportunity for full public 
engagement to determine and 
secure the future of Trent 
Park’s wonderful heritage and 
environment.” 

But in a bid to allay fears 
surrounding public access to 
the site, the developerers insist 
that although there will be 
housing on the site, they will 
also focus on restoring the 


grounds and house with the 
community in mind. 

Chairman of the Berkeley 
Group Tony Pidgley said: 
“Berkeley intends to respect 
the site’s historic importance to 
the local area, the community’s 
desire to retain public access 
and revive the listed mansion 
house, as well as retaining and 
respecting the listed statues and 
grounds.” 

The Berkeley Group will be 
launching a consultation 
process ahead of submitting 
development proposals to 
Enfield Council.

Food, clothes and medicine 
sent to storm-ravaged isle

A WOMAN whose family was 
caught up in a tropical storm that 
engulfed a small Caribbean island 
has single-handedly launched her 
own fundraising drive. 

Laura James-Fanning of 
Wakefield Road, Bounds Green, 
began her mission to collect 
clothes, food and medicine earlier 
this month after her mother and sis¬ 
ter were caught in the midst of trop¬ 
ical storm Erika, which hit the 
Caribbean island of Dominica 
where they live, on August 25. 

At least 31 people have been 
reported missing and 20 people 
have been confirmed as dead. 

“Roads have been completely 
destroyed, people in the rural areas 
are now completely cut off, and the 
farmers can’t get their produce to 
market, so they cannot make money 
and the rest of the island can’t get 
food. 

“The storm has been absolutely 
devastating for the island and the 
prime minister of the country has 
said it has taken the island back by 
20 years in terms of infrastructure 
and development.” 

Laura’s mother, who is originally 
from Dominica, worked as a nurse 
in England before retiring 10 years 
ago and her sister works as a solici¬ 
tor, but is now determined to move 
back to England. 

Prime Minister Roosevelt Skerrit 
addressed the nation in the days 
after the storm and advised resi¬ 
dents to share diminishing

resources with each other. 

Laura knew how desperate the 
situation was, and because the inter¬ 
national aid effort for such a small 
island is negligible, she decided to 
work with her sister to take matters 
into her own hands. 

The pair decided to build up their 
own small relief effort, with Laura 
co-ordinating the collection of med¬ 
icines, non-perishable food and 
clothes from her own area and ship¬ 
ping to her sister in Dominica, and 
she will distribute the provisions 
among the needy on the island.

She said: “The efforts of my 
neighbours and the people in the 
street have been amazing. I had 
never seen anything like it. 

“They have given clothes, super¬ 
markets donated food, and children 
even chose which of their own toys 
they would donate. 

“The neighbourhood is really 
close and I wrote letters to all my 
neighbours, and now we are getting 
ready to send two big blue barrels 
and a pallet of aid to the country.”

islanders, at £100 a time, the cost of 
sending a barrel of aid is an expense 
that few can afford. 

While this round of fundraising 
has come to an end, Laura wanted to 
thank all her neighbours for con¬ 
tributing so much. 

“It has become like a full time 
job,” she added. “Everyone has 
come together and shown such gen¬ 
erosity and I am sure everyone who 
receives it will be very grateful.”

Railway cuttings 
prove productive

A GREEN-FINGERED con¬ 
servationist has been rewarded 
for brightening up a corner of a 
neglected train station. 

Dave Cockle, chairman of 
the Enfield Society, won a 
certificate of commendation 
from the annual Enfield in 
Bloom awards for cultivating 
cheerful bright red geraniums 
on platform two of Enfield 
Chase train station in Windmill 
Hill. 

The station sees thousands 
of commuters pass along its 
platforms every day, but is 
known for its badly lit 
platforms and eerie isolation 
once rush hour has passed. 

“I wanted to brighten things 
up,” Dave told the Advertiser. 


“If you have a bit of plant¬ 
ing, it shows people care about 
the place. 

“I remembered when Bush 
Hill Park station used to have 
gardens. It made it look like a 
lovely train station, and I 
thought ‘let’s do something 
here’.” 

Although he has paid for 
some of the planters and plants 
himself Dave was given a grant 
of £50 from Great Northern 
Railway, which operates the 
trains that pass through the 
station. 

This summer Dave teamed 
up with his gardening buddy 
John Cordell and the pair grew 
pots of bright red geraniums, 
and even managed to grow 
strawberries on planters on the 
platform, which they shared 
out among staff in the station. 


And the pair have big plans 
for how to keep the station 
looking cheerful even as winter 
draws in. 

“Winter pansies,” Dave 
explains. 

“They are smaller than 
geraniums, but they are able to 
survive the winter frosts and 
storms so we will still have our 
little platform garden, even 
when winter starts to bite.” 

The Great Northern station 
manager for Enfield Chase Bill 
Hamilton said: “We’re thrilled 
with Dave and John’s work 
which has really brightened up 
the station for our passengers.”

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Rivals clash over 
Mini-Holland plan

TENSION is rising over plans to transform the 
borough into a cycling haven. 

Proposals to create a safer space for cycling in 
Green Lanes from Enfield Town through Winch- 
more Hill and Palmers Green to the North Circu¬ 
lar road are currently under consultation. 

In 2014 Enfield Council won a £30million grant 
from the Mayor of London’s office under the 
Mini-Holland scheme for outer London boroughs. 

However, a group consisting of Palmers Green 
residents and businesses is objecting, and many 
shops along the proposed routes are now plastered 
with posters, flyers and postcards warning shop¬ 
pers about the perils of the scheme and promoting 
a series of meetings convened by Enfield South- 
gate MP David Burrowes. 

The leaflets, posted through people’s letterboxes 
as well as being distributed in shops and busi¬ 
nesses, urge residents to “stop Enfield Town to 
Palmers Green Cycle Superhighway now”. 

Activists are urging people to send letters to 
their local councillors, or attend a public meeting 
organised by Mr Burrowes, and suggest making 
donations to the “fighting fund” by making 
cheques payable to the Green Lanes Business 
Association care of Palmers Green businessman 
Costas Georgiou. 

Mr Georgiou explained that the campaign under 
the banner of Save Our Green Lanes needs money 
to fund the production of the volume of literature 
they are using to publicise their campaign. 

He said: “We have printed about 30,000 leaflets 
and 25,000 postcards. Most of the people deliver¬ 
ing these are volunteers but we will need to pay 


people to deliver them as we cannot rely on peo¬ 
ple’s generosity.” 

He stressed that the primary concern of the cam¬ 
paign is the loss of on-street parking and the 
impact moving bus stops would have on the vul¬ 
nerable and elderly. He added that campaigners 
believe the consultation itself is flawed because 
the plans are online - and have not been directly 
posted to households affected. 

Daniel Anderson, cabinet member for Environ¬ 
ment, told the Advertiser. “A number of the points 
listed on these postcards and flyers are factually 
incorrect. For example, they say that cyclists 
would have priority over all other road users. They 
would not have priority over pedestrians and they 
will be in partially segregated cycle lanes so say¬ 
ing that they would have priority over cars is like 
saying that pedestrians have priority over cars on 
pavements. They do, because the area between 
road and pavement is delineated. 

“They say that local people wouldn’t be able to 
park in Palmers Green or Winchmore Hill. Again, 
this is simply false. We are increasing the number 
of parking spaces in these areas and are even 
thinking about introducing 30 minutes free park¬ 
ing for drivers. 

Mr Anderson acknowledged that the anti-cycle 
scheme campaign had stolen a march on the coun¬ 
cil, as more Palmers Green homes have been 
leafleted by their campaign than the authority. 

He said: “We are launching our own leaflet cam¬ 
paign and will be distributing accurate informa¬ 
tion to 50,000 homes in the area that will be 
affected.”

CHILDREN are enjoying the thrills and spills of 
a specially designed new playground after tens 
of thousands of pounds were donated to a school 
which caters for children with autism. 

The nursery-aged children of Russet House 
School, in Autumn Close, Enfield, have 
benefited from a £20,000 donation by the char¬ 
ity which ran the former St Peter’s pre-school in 
Grange Park. 

St Peter’s closed down two years ago when it 
lost its premises and had some cash left over. 

“The donation was so generous,” Russet 
House headteacher Julie Foster told the 
Advertiser. 

“We had recently built some new classrooms 
away from our main building and in front of it 
there was only a stretch of grass, which is not

very stimulating for young children with autism. 

“So we worked on a design that would be good 
for the children’s communication skills and 
social skills. It also helps their movement and 
balance - it really is just fabulous.” 

The new playground includes a sandpit and 
climbing equipment which allows the children to 
climb across a wooden bridge and access differ¬ 
ent levels and areas where they can be on their 
own while still playing with other children. 

The charity that ran St Peter’s pre-school 
wanted to give the money they had left when 
their school closed to a cause that would benefit 
early years and nursery-aged pupils. 

Julie said: “The equipment is so interactive, 
which is great for our pupils because children 
with autism tend not to interact a huge amount 
with each other. This playground gives them a 
chance for stimulation and engagement with 
their surroundings.”

New letting agent rules 
to raise living standards

A CRACKDOWN against rogue letting 
agents who rip off tenants and 
landlords has been carried out by the 
council. 

Under new consumer rights legisla¬ 
tion, property management companies 
now have to be registered with a 
scheme which gives tenants and 
landlords the right of redress to an 
independent body, should they be 
unhappy with the service provided. 


The companies also have to display 
all fees and charges on their websites 
and at their premises. 

Failure to comply can result in a 
fixed penalty fine of up to £5,000. 

Enfield Council’s trading standards 
officers, in conjunction with the hous¬ 
ing enforcement team and Enfield Cit¬ 
izens Advice Bureau, checked the 
borough’s 202 letting agents and identi¬ 
fied 30 traders needing further inspec¬ 
tion and six which were operating 
illegally, but who complied after 
advice from trading standards officers. 


Daniel Anderson, the council’s 
cabinet member for environment, said: 
“Letting agents and property manage¬ 
ment companies must follow strict 
guidelines to ensure a fair deal for both 
tenants and landlords. 

“Trading standards often do spot 
checks on companies to ensure that 
they comply with legislation. 

“On this occasion I am pleased to see 
that, after intervention, six companies 
that were initially found to be non- 
compliant are now working to the 
guidelines.”

film review 


Tissues at the ready for sob story 



MISS YOU ALREADY (12A, 112 mins) 

I N 1988, Beaches starring Bette 
Midler and Barbara Hershey was the 
weepie du jour for a generation of 
women hankering for a bittersweet por¬ 
trait of steadfast sisterly solidarity. 

Bottom lips still quiver, more than 25 
years later, to the first notes of Midler's 
soaring ballad, Wind Beneath My Wings. 

It's been a long wait but actress Mor- 
wenna Banks provides 21st century gal 
pals with their own sobathon as screen¬ 
writer of this occasionally foul-mouthed 
comedy drama set in the shadow of 
breast cancer. 

There are tears aplenty in Catherine 
Hardwicke's film, predominantly shed by 
lead actresses Toni Collette and Drew 
Barrymore as they rage against a cruel 
disease that affects one in eight women 
in the UK. 

There is humour and pathos too, not 
least in one beautifully handled scene 
between a wig maker (Frances de la 
Tour) and Collette's patient, as they 
select a new permanent barnet to 
replace the flowing locks lost to 
chemotherapy. 

Pleasingly, Banks's script doesn't paint 
characters as saints or martyrs. 

They are deeply flawed and behave 
badly, even at their lowest ebb, pro¬ 
pelling a wrecking ball through a mar¬ 
riage when they should be fighting for 
survival. 

Collette and Barrymore play best friends 
Milly and Jess, who met at school and 
have shared pivotal coming-of-age 
moments like losing their virginities. 

Now 30-something and fabulous in 
radically different ways, the pals are 
braced for middle age. 


Milly is a PR executive with a hand¬ 
some husband Kit (Dominic Cooper) 
and two cherubic offspring, Scarlett 
(Honor Kneafsey) and Ben (Ryan 
Lennon Baker). 

Bohemian earth mother Jess lives on 
a houseboat with her oil rigger husband 
Jago (Paddy Considine) and cluckily 
prepares for the arrival of their first child. 

Out of the blue, Milly is diagnosed with 
cancer and has to confront her mortality 
without her designer high heels. 

As usual, Jess is by her side every 
painful step of the way, including a dou¬ 


ble mastectomy that forces Milly to 
question her femininity. 

Timed for release ahead of National 
Breast Cancer Awareness Month, Miss 
You Already is galvanised by believable 
screen chemistry shared by the two 
leads. 

Barrymore oozes adorability, while Col¬ 
lette has the meatier role and teases out 
the selfishness of her ambitious career 
woman, who has always prided herself 
on being able to arouse her husband. 

Scenes of Milly pre and post-surgery 
are moving, leavened by flashes of 


humour as friends and family attempt to 
buoy Milly's spirits: "Come on Franken- 
tits. Let's get you bandaged up!" 

Plotting is a tad haphazard and a pro¬ 
tracted 250-mile trek to the Yorkshire 
Moors creates unnecessary conflict. 

Thankfully, screenwriter Banks 
redeems herself with a well-judged final 
act that tugs our heartstrings without 
feeling like we're being shamelessly 
manipulated into reaching for another 
tissue.

Planning Consent 
granted for nearly 
1,000 homes in Enfield 

P lans to build nearly 1000 new homes at the former Alma Estate in Enfield 
have been given the go ahead. Enfield Council has approved Countryside’s 
proposals to regenerate the post-war housing estate by building 993 new 
homes along with shops, a gym, medical centre and community facilities. 

The project is the borough’s largest housing estate renewal scheme and it will act as a catalyst for the 
wider regeneration of the Ponders End area. Richard Cherry, CEO Partnerships at Countryside 
comments: “It is great news that these plans, developed with our architect Pollard Thomas Edwards 
and planning consultant Terence O’Rourke, have now been approved. 

We look forward to working with our partners Enfield Council and Newlon Housing Trust to deliver 
new housing and significant improvements to this 
area. Our vision is for a development with a 
strong sense of community where people will be 
proud to live and that will stand the test of time 
for generations to come.” 

The new development will include homes in a 
range of sizes and tenures including private sale, 
council rented homes and shared ownership 
homes to be available through Newlon Housing 
Trust. 

The vision is to create a sought-after place to live, 
with aspirational homes located close to the high 
performing local schools, new community 
facilities and good transport connections by road 
and rail. 

The proposals include the development of Station 
Square at Ponders End railway station, creating a 
new gateway into Ponders End and transforming 
the area. 

The Alma Estate was identified as a priority for 
regeneration because it is costly to maintain, 
suffering from structural defects and is unpopular 
with residents. Consultation showed 
overwhelming support from residents, with 84%

The plans involve the demolition of existing 
properties, including the four 23 storey tower 
blocks, replacing them with well designed, energy 
efficient new homes in a range of sizes and 
layouts.

HEAD coach Mauricio Pochettino hailed 
Heung-Min Son after the Korean interna¬ 
tional continued the hugely encouraging 
start to his Tottenham Hotspur career 
by scoring the only goal to give them a 
1-0 victory at home to Crystal Palace on 
Sunday. 

Son, a summer signing from Bayer 
Leverkusen had made little impact on his 
debut against Sunderland the previous 
weekend - but he marked his first 
appearance at White Hart Lane by scor¬ 
ing twice in a 3-1 win at home to Qarabag 
in the Europa League on Thursday. 

And he followed this with an excellent 
all-round display against Palace, capped 
by netting the decisive goal on 68 min¬ 
utes to give Spurs their third successive 
win. 

“We’re very happy with Son,” Pochettino 
said.
